Cheyenne high's "parliament" could very well be the 
onicker for the student council, for it is composed of students 
who are elected by each of the three classes to represent them 
in the executive duties of the school. The motto of this organiza- 
tion might read: "Of, by, and for the students." Heading this 
council are Marvin Homan, who also presides at the assemblies, 
and Connie Nelson, who takes the minutes of all the meetings. 
Sponsors of this governing body are Dorothy Hale and Maurice 
Mann. 

Representatives from ail student organizations in the school 
are appointed to this group. The only underclassmen serving 
on the council are the junior and sophomore class officers, 
while the remainder of the seats are held by members of the 
graduating class. 

Some of the council's duties are to consider matters of 
scholastic and social importance and to formulate plans for 
future activities for the school and the students. They also help 
to maintain morale and to raise the school's scholastic standing. 
Any changes or amendments in the school's constitution are 
placed before the council before final ratification. The student 
council in past years has created and adopted a school creed 
and the official Indian emblem. This body sponsors the deco- 
rating of windows during the weekend of homecoming, and they 
annually sponsor several social affairs, the most important of 
which is the Mid-Year Formal. 

As their meetings are not highly publicized, many students 
are unaware of the fact that theirs is a student council which 
takes care of their interests.

The 1944-1945 Lariat Annual made its appearance 
this year for the first time since the 1942 edition. At that 
time it was thought that no more annuals would be pub- 
lished for the duration of the war. The assumption was 
nearly correct, because publishing a school annual under 
wartime restrictions proved to be both a difficult, and at. 
times, doubtful job. However, the staff took up the task, 
making use of available materials to produce the result you 
see here. 

The project was started early in the school year with 
a two-fold purpose in mind. One was to insure delivery of 
the books to the students on time; the other to make cer- 
tain that proper materials could be secured for the publi- 
cation. 

High school students who wished to purchase a copy 
of this year's annual, did so during an intensive two-week 
campaign in October. The full amount for a copy of the 
book was paid at the time. The campaign was successfully 
conducted by the business staff. This group sold over 525 
subscriptions to the annual at that time. 

The proverbial midnight-oil was burned long and 
fiercely on many a night during the school year while the 



staff pieced together the 100-odd page book. The art 
staff, working under the able direction of Miss Lillian 
Harms, designed the beautiful cover, did the necessary art 
work, and took charge of the mounting of all individual and 
group pictures which appear in the book. 

The copy and pictures were compiled and arranged 
into the proper form by the editorial staff who together 
with Marian Stout stayed up nights with a bottle of aspirin 
to put the book in final shape. Mrs. Stout replaces Arthur 
Buck as annual sponsor. Mr. Buck is now serving in the 
armed forces. 

With the exception of school life shots, all photogra- 
phy for this year's annual was done by Doyle Quigley, who 
generously donated his time and labor to get the beautiful 
photography which appears in this book. All individual 
senior pictures were taken in the Quigley studio before Jan- 
uary I. Organization and class pictures were taken at the 
high school during January. 

Tom Kilty was editor-in-chief of this year's publication 
while Sid Bronstein served as his assistant.

In spite of the many difficulties of publishing a 
paper in wartime, The Lariat, official Cheyenne 
high school newspaper, this year was one of the 
best, most interesting series of papers the school 
has ever had. The staff, even though they were 
held back by the many wartime restrictions, made 
The Lariat a paper even a peacetime school 
could be proud of. 

From the beginning issue, September 18, to 
the final paper May 18, the question, "When 
does The Lariat come out?", was heard every day, 
for this year, more than ever before, The Lariat, 
packed full of school news and features, was an 
important part in the lives of the student body. 

Many new features were initiated this year to 
make the Lariat one of the best newspapers in 
the Rocky Mountain Region. The staff led by the 
editor, Glen Dusch, and his assistant, Ginny Avis, 
succeeded in making the paper more interesting 
to the student body by printing more feature 
material and introducing many features new to 



The Lariat. The 1944-45 Lariat was a big success 
both in printing the news and in entertaining the 
student body. 

For the first time in 4 years, The Lariat staff 
published an April Fool edition of the paper, 
The Lariat. The special edition was undoubtedly 
the most colorful edition to hit Cheyenne high 
school. 

The Lariat was entered in both the National 
Scholastic Press Association contest and the Inter- 
national Quill and Scroll contest for student news- 
papers and received high ratings in both contests.

Quill and Scroll, the international honorary society for 
high school journalists, numbers over 1000 chapters and 
these are located in every state of the Union, Hawaii, Eng- 
land, China, British Honduras, and Alaska. Fifteen thousand 
young journalists from schools which are outstanding in the 
quality of their publication work, wear the badge of the 
society. 

Organized April 10, 1926, by a group of high school ad- 
visers for the purpose of encouraging and rewarding indi- 
vidual achievements in journalism and allied fields, the so- 
ciety has taken an active part in raising standards in this 
field, and in directing the course of high school journalism. 

The society promotes research and conducts surveys in 
the field of high school journalism to determine the types 
of publications best suited to high schools, and to stand- 
ardize the instruction in this field. Through the official pub- 
lication of the society, practical information concerning 
every phase of publication work is brought to editors, 
staffs and advisers with the end in view of raising the qual- 
ity of high school journalism. 

Many other tasks are undertaken by the society, among 
them the organization of press associations, criticism of 
manuscripts, establishment of better relations between 
schools and communities, and the acquainting of the pub- 
lic with the value of high school journalism. 

Quill and Scroll is an international honorary society. It is 
connected with no school or university. The country is di- 
vided into 6 districts, each of which is represented by at 
least one officer. Because chapters are wide spread, a na- 
tional convention is not held. 



According to the constitution, members of Quill and 
Scroll must be chosen from students enrolled in high school 
who at the time of their election must meet the following 
requirements: (I) They must be of at least junior standing; 
(2) They must be in the upper third of their class in general 
scholastic standing at the time of election; (3) They must 
have done superior work in some phase of journalistic en- 
deavor; (4) They must be recommended by the adviser or 
by the committee governing publications; (5) They must be 
approved by the national executive secretary. 

The national organization makes no requirement as to 
the activities of local chapters, leaving this matter to the 
adviser and members. The local chapter can engage in 
such work as will best serve the cause of journalism in its 
high school. In a few instances, chapters construe member- 
ship in purely an honorary sense; in such case the chapters 
do not engage in activities or undertake projects, consider- 
ing membership as the final reward for worthy achievement 
in high school journalism. 

The society has the support of America's outstanding 
journalists and educators. Famous educators also endorse 
its program and contribute to the columns of its publication. 

The Cheyenne senior high school chapter of Quill and 
Scroll is known as the Tracy McCraken chapter. The posi- 
tion of president is held by Ginny Avis and the chapter's 
members include: Glen Dusch, Mary Lee Rogers, Sid Bron- 
stein, Neil Levitt, Betty Lou Smith, George Tsuda, Shirley 
Bradley, Betty Lear, Roger Powell, Bob Specht, Ralph 
Kirsch and Tom Kilty.

To be elected to National Honor Society is one 
of the highest honors that may be bestowed upon 
students. The society was organized in 1926 and 
is based upon four principles — scholarship, serv- 
ice, leadership, and character. 

Scholarship: Scholastically, a student must be 
in the upper one third of his class. 

Service: A willingness to render any service 
to the school, or to the community through the 
school. 

Leadership: Demonstrating initiative in the 
class room; promoting high school activities: con- 
tributing ideas for the life of the school. 

Character: Constantly demonstrating such 
qualities as personality, honesty, reliability, 
promptness, achievement, and morality. 

The members of the organization are elected by 
the entire faculty; but no teacher may rate any 
person he has had neither in class nor in extra- 



curricular activities. Membership is limited to 
fifteen per cent of the senior class and five per 
cent of the junior class. 

The formal initiation is an impressive affair held 
before the entire student body in assembly. At 
the initiation each initiate lights his torch from 
a large torch representing the torch of learning, 
the symbol of the society. Also at this initiation 
the official colors of the organization, which are 
blue and white, are represented. Members of the 
organization purchase pins which have on them 
the initial letters of its four standards.

Although the various clubs and organizations of Chey- 
enne high have been very active during the past two years 
since the last Lariat annual was published, there is no doubt 
that the speech and dramatics classes, and the Thespian Club 
in particular, have turned in stellar roles of achievement. 

By appearing before various clubs and organizations 
in Cheyenne and performing before the soldiers and pa- 
tients of Ft. Francis E. Warren, the dramatists have estab- 
lished a reputation for polished performances that keeps 
them in constant demand. 

The students participated in the speech contests held in 
Longmont, and Denver, Colorado, and also instituted a 
series of Cheyenne speech contests, the second annual one 
of which was held February 10, 1945.

record with the presentation of "What a Life!" a rollicking 
three-act comedv. "Arsenic and Old Lace, a smash hit, 
was chosen for the senior class play, and it appeared April 
27-28. 

One of the most profitable enterorises undertaken by 
the Thespians was the establishment of a studio for use by 
speech and dramatic students. Facilities had long been 
inadequate for such courses as radio and oratory; finally, the 
students planned a benefit performance to raise money to 
finance such a studio. On December 3, 1943, the students, 
supervised by Margaret Rice, public speaking and debate 
coach, and Marian Stout, presented a speech festival in the 
high school auditorium. A one-act play was presented, and 
a box supper, night club style, was held on the stage. Dur- 
ing the supper various acts and dances were performed for 
the entertainment of the diners, after which the Swing Club 
provided music for dancing. 

Receipts from the festival totaled more than $225, 
proving the immense success of the project, and work was 
immediately begun. 

This year, the studio, situated in Room 201, neared 
completion with the installation of rugs, draperies, and a 
suite of western style furniture. A combination radio and 
recording set had been ins+alled previously. 

In addition to these activities, another type of enter- 
tainment was established last year which, through popular 
demand, has become traditional. In March, 1943, the 
Thespians and speech students presented 14 one-act plays 
which they produced, directed, and acted in.

The 1944-45 school term was a big year for the Chey- 
enne Chapter of the National Forensic League. Despite the 
curtailment of transportation, the league, composed of the 
top Cheyenne debaters and dramatists, was able to attend 
several large speech conferences in the Rocky Mountain 
region. 

Beginning their activities with the annual Longmont, 
Colorado speech meet in November, the chapter began its 
interscholastic competition earlier this year than in any of 
the previous years. After returning from Longmont with 
top honors, the Cheyenne speakers primed themselves for 
the Regis speech meet in Denver. The Cheyenne chapter 
also won the majority of honors in the Regis conference held 
in Denver in January. 

The highlight of the speech season came February 10 
when approximately two hundred fifty speakers from three 
states arrived in Cheyenne for the second annual Cheyenne 
high school invitational speech conference. 

Cheyenne speakers finished one of the most successful 
seasons in the history of the Cheyenne chapter of the 
League by winning the Rocky Mountain Speech Tourna- 
ment held in Longmont, April 13 and 14, 1945. 

With the loss of the debate instructor, Margaret Rice, 
in January, the sponsorship of the Cheyenne chapter was 



given jointly to Marian Stout and Margot Truman, who was 
appointed to replace Margaret Rice. The two teachers di- 
rected the planning of the Cheyenne conference and primed 
the students for the district N.F.L., the most important 
tournament of the year.

All year long the students have had good music 
furnished by the high school band for athletic 
events, assemblies, and R.O.T.C. activities. 

The outstanding project of this year's band was 
the purchase of new uniforms. The uniforms, which 
cost $2 1 00, are cherry and black. This money was 
raised in part by ticket sales of the Armistice Day 
football game between Cheyenne and Laramie. 
The sales were handled by the R.O.T.C. Corps, 
the band itself, Pepsters, and Tomahawks. The 
R.O.T.C. did the most in this, raising over a 
thousand dollars.

Under the capable leadership of Lieutenant Colonel 
Jesse R. Lippincott, and Staff Sergeant Rush C. Piersall, the 
cadet corps finished another outstanding year in military 
work, with an unofficial rating of the best battalion in the 
United States. The local R. O. T. C. chalked up a record 
during 1944-1945 that assured their winning another honor 
star. 

Rated as the favorite of the boys in high school, the en- 
rollment this year exceeded 387 students. All these boys 
showed high morale and keen interest in their work. These 
went to make up an outstanding spirit which showed in 
drill movements and classroom subjects. 

Cheyenne high school's present unit of the R.O.T.C. was 
organized on November 19, 1919, starting with two pla- 



toons and sixty-five carbines, model 1899. The young mili- 
tary organization drilled on alternate days with the enthu- 
siasm that paved the way towards expanding it to a battal- 
ion of four companies, three platoons each. During those 
years of hard work, Cheyenne's R.O.T.C. has been rated as 
an honor corps in the seventh corps area eight times. 

First members of the corps were clad in gray uniforms. 
Since that time the unit has received government issued 
khaki uniforms which are identical to t h e regular Army 
troop's with the exception that there are blue lapels on the 
cadet blouse to distinguish it as an R.O.T.C. uniform. Chey- 
enne's R.O.T.C. prides itself in being one of the best uni- 
formed corps in the United States.

Quick on the trigger is the rifle team of Cheyenne 
high, which, under the guiding hands of Staff Sergeant 
Rush C. Piersall, has once again made an outstanding rec- 
ord for itself during the course of the year. 

Having both returning veterans and new recruits, the 
Sarge has once again coached a championship team which 
came out of the seventh service command inter-collegiate 
meets with a large share of the honors. After participating 
in the national inter-collegiate meet, the sure fire club 
walked off with high honors. 

To be eligible for these contests, every man on the 
team must know correct sighting and aiming positions. Most 
members are surprised to find that rifle marksmanship is 
very difficult and complicated. When the new marksmen 
come into the team is the time that Sergeant Piersall really 
has to put into effect all the training he has had in instruct- 
ing boys to be dead-eye shots. Each boy must know the 
steps in learning to fire a rifle and must train in the follow- 
ing subjects: sighting and aiming, which takes up the cor- 
rect sight picture; position, which deals with the various po- 
sitions such as prone, sitting, kneeling, and standing; trig- 
ger squeeze, which teaches the marksman how to correctly 
squeeze the trigger; rapid fire, which trains the shooter in 
firing and loading the rifle with rapidity; and then, after 
weeks and months of putting these fundamentals to use, the 



boys are given a chance to show their marksmanship in con- 
tests. All these fundamentals must be seen and corrected 
by the sergeant. 

Only constant training can make a good rifle team 
and that is what the Cheyenne high school team has had 
plenty of. They practiced during their R.O.T.C. periods, 
both after school and at night to gain the needed accuracy 
in their shooting. The boys had an excellent range on which 
to practice. The R.O.T.C. range is soundproof and has had 
neon lighting added to it this year. Targets are arranged 
fifty feet away from the firing line. 

This year the rifle team has had added to it a number 
of sophomores who are proving to be good shots. Sergeant 
Piersall trains these boys to fire in rifle matches, both na- 
tional and local. These riflemen compete for prizes which 
are given out during the year and at showdown night for 
the best shots. Besides the William Randolph Hearst prizes 
the members may receive, there are numerous other awards 
given by Ft. Warren and a cup on R.O.T.C. showdown night 
is given by the R.O.T.C. corps to the highest scorer during 
the year. Also the boys can qualify for letters which are 
given out at the end of the year. At matches with the Fort 
Warren rifle teams, the local team won most of the match- 
es. The Fort presented a silver bazooka shell to each boy 
with his name engraved on it for being on the winning team.
